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PERFORMER BIOGRAPHIES 


Tom Davis’ professional music career includes playing many 
styles from solo, chamber and orchestral music to combo and 
big band jazz. He has played lead trumpet with the Tim 
Laushey Jazz Orchestra, Delmarva Big Band, Chuck Baker 
Jazz Orchestra, Bobby Shew, Chris Vadala, Mark Gross and 
Alex Norris. He also has performed with Jennifer Wills Hope, 
Nelson Padgett, Igor Kalnin, among others. Davis has played 
lead trumpet at the American Music Theatre and in over 60 
musical productions, including Hairspray, West Side Story and Jesus Christ 
Superstar. 

Davis is a Baltimore native and began playing trumpet at age nine. He 
studied with former Army Ssgt. trumpeter Douglas Bull, Peabody and Penn 
State Professor Dr. Langston Fitzgerald III and his primary teacher, UMBC 
Professor Wayne Cameron. He has also studied with award-winning trumpet 
player Rodney Marsalis and world renowned lead trumpet player Roger 
Ingram. Davis completed his college degree in music - instrumental 
performance at Salisbury University, where he won jazz scholarships and the 
Guerrieri Award for best recital and academic achievement and graduated 
with honors. 

Simultaneous with, and sometimes interrupting his career as a trumpet 
player, Davis joined the Maryland State Police and retired in 2014 after 26 
years. He then became deputy chief and then chief of police in Snow Hill, 
MD, before leaving law enforcement to focus on trumpet earlier this year.

Brian Dean is a versatile and gifted pianist, creative 
composer, passionate educator and an active performer 
currently residing on Maryland’s Eastern Shore. Dean started 
playing the piano at age eight and was playing professionally 
by the age of 10. He has played with Alex Norris, Bobby 
Shew, Nancy King, Brad Goode, John Fedchock, Kristin 
Korb, Johannes Weidenmueller, Bjorn Thoroddsen and 
Joscho Stephan, among others. He regularly performs in the 
nation’s premier jazz venues and has performed and taught for artist 
residencies at several institutions throughout the country. He has been a 
featured soloist and accompanist in both jazz and classical idioms and has 
written for several acclaimed ensembles. He has recorded several albums, 
including his own trio album Waiting for Answers and most recently Blues for the 
Current Status of Tour 401k with the Brian Perez Group. 

Dean is assistant professor of jazz piano and coordinator of jazz and pop 
ensembles at the University of Maryland Eastern Shore. He earned his 
doctorate in jazz studies at the University of Colorado in Boulder where he 
was also awarded a graduate teaching assistantship. He is a graduate of the 
University of Miami’s prestigious Frost School of Music where he received a 
master’s degree in jazz pedagogy with academic distinction. He holds a 
bachelor’s degree in classical piano from Central Washington University. 



Frank Russo was steeped in a rich musical heritage and 
carries on the legacy of a musical family. Russo is an in-demand 
performer, recording artist and educator who teaches at 
Towson University and Anne Arundel Community College. He 
is also an artist/educator performing clinics at music festivals 
and universities around the globe. Russo completed a 
distinguished career with the prestigious Naval Academy Band 
I^EI where he performed in and led several dynamic ensembles. 

An incredibly adaptable musician, a partial list of his performances 
testifies to his diverse talent. Russo has performed with Wessell 
“warmdaddy” Anderson, Ralph Bowen, The Coasters, Jeff Coffin, Hal 
Crook, John D’earth, Denis DiBlasio, George Garzone, Greg Gisbert, Lee

Canada, Asia and Europe. Russo is a Summit Records Recording Artist 
whose recordings have gained national recognition and praise in such venues 
as Modern Drummer ?a\djazztimes.

Amy Shook is one of the most in-demand acoustic bassists in 
the mid-Adantic, coveted for her huge sound and infectious, 
driving groove. In addition to being a premier performing and 
recording artist, she is an accomplished multi-instrumentalist, 
composer and music educator; co-leads the Shook/Russo 4tet, 
as well as the all-women powerhouse trio the 3Divas; and 
performs regularly with the Fred Hughes Trio. Shook has 
performed with Sherrie Maricle and the DIVA Jazz 
Orchestra, Maurice Hines, Lionel Hampton, Larry Willis, George 
Mesterhazy, Wessell Anderson, Ali Ryerson, Wycliffe Gordon, Walt 
Weiskopf, Bruce Barth, Steve Nelson and Lewis Nash, to name a few. She 
has performed at the Kennedy Center, Blues Alley, Dizzy’s Club Coca Cola, 
Mezzrow, the Birchmere, Arena Stage, off-Broadway at New World Stages in 
NYC, the Lionel Hampton Jazz Festival, the Mid-Atlantic Jazz Festival, the 
D.C. Jazz Festival, the Washington Women in Jazz Festival, the Cape May 
Jazz Festival, and has performed at the White House twice by special 
invitation.

Jerry Tabor composes electroacoustic and experimental 
acoustic concert music, much of which, he now believes, is an 
extension of his initial work as a composer in the jazz idiom. 
Tabor has given lectures and workshops as a featured 
composer at numerous festivals and conferences throughout 
the United States. As a guest composer, Tabor’s compositions 
have been presented at universities and festivals around the 
and in Europe. Several of his compositions are recorded on 
the Neuma Records label and many of his scores are published by Neuma 
Publications. 

Tabor’s work as an editor and composer led him to take the helm of the 
respected independent contemporary music label Neuma Records in 2013. 
As an advocate of living composers and contemporary music, in general, he 
expanded Neuma to include a contemporary music publishing house, and it 
is now considered a leading distributor of electroacoustic music and is the 
only publisher in the world to make individual works of this type available. 

Tabor holds Doctor of Musical Arts and Master of Music in 
composition from the University of Maryland College Park, where he 
studied with esteemed composer and theorist Thomas DeLio. He earned a 
Bachelor of Music in theory and composition at the University of New 
Mexico, where he also took master classes with such composers as Milton 
Babbitt and Michael Colgrass. 

As a guitarist, Tabor studied classical with renowned national finger-style 
champion Michael Chapdelaine while at the University of New Mexico. He 
also studied jazz with L.A. studio and jazz guitarist Michael Anthony 
(. Flintstones , Carol Burnett , et.al.).
